H EY write from Aleppo, that the Teraskier 
of the Turks Army has concluded a Truce 


with Kouli Kan, and that an Exprefs is gone thro’ 


that Place for Conjtantinople, with the Articles of the 
Treaty for the Grand Seignior’s Ratification. Private 
Letters, in the mean time, from Conftantinople con- 
firm, that the Peace is fettled, and that nothing is want- 
ing but the Ratifications. 

The New Grand Vizier has wrote a Letter to Prince 
Eugene to notify his Advancement, and to aflure him, 
that the Ottoman Porte continued in their Refolution 
to live in a good Harmony with the Court of 


Vienna. 


Letters from Petersburg and Riga fay, the Cold 


there is more extreme than ever was felt in the Me- 
mory of Man; that the Dwina, the Neva, and all 
the other Rivers are frozen up, together with the Port 
of Riga; that the Country People are reduced to 
Mifery by the Severity of the Weather, and that fome 
perifh in the Highwayswith Cold. The 28th of January, 
O. S. was celebrated with great Splendor at Peterf- — 
burg, it being the Czarina’s Birth-day, upon which 
Occafion the ftately Service of Mafly Gold, which coft 
above 100,060 Ducats, was fet out that Day, for the 
firit Time, upon her Table, and, among other Promo- 
tions, the Prince Kurakin, one of her Privy Coun- 
fellors, was appointed her Matter of the Horfe; Lieut. 
Gen. Wolinskay, her Great Huntfman; the Senator, 
Sukin, Governor General of Smolensko; and Vice 
Adaural Neplue was declared a Member of her Privy 
Council. The Evening concluded with an Opera and 
Ball. On the rit Initant, the Emperor’s Mini- 
fter at Petersburg fent away his Valet de Chambre to 
Vienna, to carry the Czarina’s Prefents to the. Duke 
and Dutchefs of Lorain. The Commiflary, Kyrillow, 
which the Czarina fent a Year and half ago to the 
Province of Ufa, to vifit the Frontiers and Paflages 
into Rutan Tartary, found out fome Marble Quarries 
capable of producing very fine Porphery, Jafper, 
Agate, and other valuable Stones. He is returned with 
fome Specimens thereof, with which the Czaring is 
very well pleafed. He has built a Fortrefs there at 
the Conflux of the River Or and Jaic, to which he 
has given the Name of Orenbourg, and he propofes 
to return thither in a very little time to take Care of 
the Settlements already begun, and to make farther 
Dilcoveries,-—- Captain Hoffman has, by the Czari- 
na’s Command, delivered back to the Cabinet Council 
the late General Weisbach’s two Orders of St. An- 
drew, and St. Alexander Newski. This General en- 
tered into the Service of Peter the Great Czar in 1707 
as Colonel, and next Year was preferred to be a Bri- 
gadier. In 1709 he was made a Major General ; and 
in 1718 a Lieutenant General. In 1725 his Merit 
advanced him to the Dignity of General in Chief; in 
1730 to St. Alexander Newsky’s Order of Knight- 
hood, and in 1733 to the other Equeftrian Order of 
St. Andrew. He was bury’d the 1oth of December 
laft, with the ufual Ceremony paid to an Officer of 
his Rank. The Countefs, his Dowager, upon this 
Occafion gave an Invitation to all the Commiffion 
Officers, and made each of them a Prefent of a Mourn- 
ing Ring. 

The King of Poland, for the Eafe of his Subjeéts, 
and to gain their Love, has fupprefied moft of the 
Taxes that were too burthenfome for them, particu- 
larly a certain Chimney “Tax, which they ufed to pay 
every Year, and holds frequent Councils with his Sena- 
tors and Minifters, for making good the Damages they 
fuffered by the late Troubles. ‘The new-born Princefs 
was baptized by Merlini the Pope’s Nuncio, and chri- 
ftened Mary - Elizabeth - Apollonia-Cafimira-F rancifca- 
Xaveira. ——— We can learn nothing farther as to the

The Emperor has made a Prefent to the Duke ofa 
fumptuous Sword, adorned with Diamonds, and the 
Emprefs of a Diamond Loop for his Hat, befides Link 
Diamond Buttons for his Shirts. The Deputies from 
the Emperor's Hereditary Dominions have prefented 
the Duke and Dutchefs with feveral thoufand new 
coined Ducats in fine Purfes, with the Arms of each 
Province embroidered in Gold on the Outilide, and at 
the Mouth of each Purie the Arms ef the Duke and 
Dutchefs of Lorain. 

The Medals ftruck on account of the Marriage,
